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With the French Armies, April 24— 
One of the most interesting features 
of the army is the intelligence depar- 
tment, especially the section that coll- 


.etts and connotes information from 


prisoners, - The New York Times cér- 
respondent today visited such a bureau 
at the headquarters of the French 
army now in the line. The nature of 
the work and its results were explain- 
ed by a young captain, a descendent 
sists authér of “The Three Muske- 

” whose nerve and enthusiasm 
are worthy of the famous Gascon hero 
of that-romance. 

Like every one in the same army 
with whom I spoke, his confidence is 
unlimited. After checking the enemy's 
advance with a comparative handful 
of unsupported artillery one is justi- 
fied in supposing that on equal terms— 
and the terms are equal now that the 
Germans have lost the advantage of 
the first concentration for an offen- 
sive—victory is certain. But the cap- 
tain had chapter and verse to back 
up his confidence. His commanding 
general had just said, “Victory goes 
to the side that is most master of 
its nerves,” and the captain’s work 
told him more than any other man 
in the army the extent to which the 
german nerves are weakening. All 
his information—and for that matter 
all other reliable data that reach the 
French authorities—goes to prove that 
the German leaders won popular sup- 
port for this battle and exalted the 
soldiers to the highest pitch by 
a definite promise that this was not 
only the decisive but actually teh last 
battle of the war. 

“In April we were to enter Paris,” 
say the prisoners, “and peace would 
be signed immediately.” 

The captain showed me document- 
ary evidence of the elaborate propa- 
ganda that had been carried on throu- 


out the German army in preparation ' 


for the offensive. Without entering 
into details, it can be said that there 
was moral training no less thorough 
than the physical and material prep- 
arations. The first prisoners capt- 
ured were as certain of victory as in 
the days of the triumphant march on 
Paris that preceded the Marne. 

&:6ch night an official broadsheet 
was read or distributed containing not 
only growing communiques but en- 
couraging news items from every 
quarter. Thus in copy I saw there 
was a lurid account of the panic of 


’ Parisians under the first “Thunderbolt 


hammer blows of the German super- 
cannon.” 

Then as the offensive was checked 
there came a change. The:prisoners 
betrayed doubt. There was ominous 
questions in their diaries and a note 
of anxiety in the letter they had writ- 
ten, but to their own dismay were for- 
bidden to send home. Doubt gave 
way to depression. The losses were 
terrible and .the forward movement 
ended. 

“You damned French always seem 
to fall upon your feet,” said one pris- 
oner bitterly.

This means that the German 
troops will no longer be driven for- 
ward into battle. They must have an 
officer to lead them or they are use- 
less.

Another interesting source of news 
is the home letters found on the pris- 
oners. The captain produced one of 
recent date from a once prosperous 
town of Posen in which the wife of the 
superior army officer complained 
mournfully to her son that the family 
was forced to take such scanty meals 
as were afforded by the municipal 
cook wagons, “because it is impossible 
to get food for home cooking,” and 
and added that even then his young 
sister was Warling away.

Red Cross Appeal 


In view of the terrible conflict of 
the past few weeks, the demands on 
the Red Cross Society are becoming 
each day more serious. At the out- 
set of the present fighting, the Head 
Office of the Canadian Red Cross cab- 
led England as follows: 

Hodgetts, London. 

“Executive Committee met today. 
instructed me to cable you not to let 
wounded suffer for lack of anything 
we can provide. 

Marshall, March 25. 

It was felt that ths cable expressed 
the sentiments of the Canadian, and 
that whatever demands the Red Cross 
may have to meet that the men and 
women of Canada would be ready to 
rise to the emergency. 

In view of the seriousness of the 
situation, a special appeal.is issued 
to Red Cross workers connected with 
City and Town Branches throuzhout 
Alberta, as it felt that on the women 
of these branches there rests today, a 
greater responsibility than at any pre- 
vious time during the war. The atten- 
tion of every women connected with 
Red Cross work of these branches is 
directed to the fact that during the 
coming months, Canadian country wo- 
men have little leisure to devote to Red 
Cross work, and that in consequence 
our output of Red Cross Supplies is 
less during these months than at any 
period of the year. 

Last week alone, over 12,000 British 
casualties were added to the men al- 
ready wounded and disabled. The 
Red Cross can adequately meet the en- 
ormous demands made upon its supp- 
lies only through the united effort of 
all those workers who, having leisure 
to do so, are willing to devote still 
more time to the preparing of sup- 
plies for our sick and wounded. 

“The Red Cross is today, the great- 
est mother in the world. It is the Mo- 
ther of millions, while millions of Mo- 
thers wait and pray at home. How 
much this work means is learnt only 
by those who are giving their services 
at the front, and to whom these ser- 
vices are given.” 

As the conflict grows greater, so do 
the needs of the Red Cross increase. 
Under these circumstances Canadian 
Women of our towns and S¢ities are
